Insurance Not Healthy 


United Student Govern- 
ment elections will be held 
tomorrow and on Friday. 
This semester’s ballot also 


contains a referendum on 


mandatory health (accident) 
insurance. Depending on 
how great the turn out_of 
student voters is, the in- 


surance may be in trouble. 


Recently the Student 
Senate voted to give the 
students a chance to voice 
their opinions on a _ ballot 
about the insurance. This 
will be a decision to keep the 
current policy, go to a 
waiver system, or do away 
with it completely. 

Interviews with Irene 
Campo, Director of BCC’s 
Health Services, Dick 
Baldwin, Director | of 
Athletics, and to the Director 
of Health Services at 
Niagara Community 
College. 

Each fall’s tuition bill has 
a $14.00 health insurance- 
health fee added to it. The 
breakdown of this money is: 
$8.75 for one year of 24 hour 
‘coverage on a $1000 blanket 
policy. This coverage also 
pays 80 per cent of medical 
costs from $1000 up to $5000. 
The only accidents not 
covered by the insurance 
policy are: Auto accidents 
covered by no fault, injuries 
sustained due to drug ad- 
diction, and airplane ac- 
cidents. There is also a 
limited dental coverage that 
will put up to $200 a tooth. 
(This.is for injury and not 
regular treatment.) 

The other $5.25 is for the 
health fee on campus. This 
money goes into the budget 
of the Health Services, and 
goes toward paying for the 
doctor’s services, buying 
drugs, and needed medical 
supplies. 

This is an _ inexpensive 
medical service but an ef- 
fective one. Consider the 
financial burden of a visit to 
the doctor’s office, plus a 

~ prescription, medication, 
and maybe a shot or x-rays. 
The cost would be no where 
near $5.25 a year and most 
likely ten times that for just 
one or two visits. 


Mrs. Campo feels that the 
mandatory insurance should 
be kept for the students own 
protection. What would 


happen to the rates if the~ 


insurance was put on a 
waiver system would cause 
a financial burden to many 
people. 

Mrs. Campo is also very 
concerned about the foreign 
students, self-supporting 
students, the ones in 
athletics and the students 
who have been dropped from 
their parents’ policy. 
Without the insurance policy 
so readily available they 
would most likely suffer. 

Mr. Baldwin also showed 
his concern because of the 
athletic program and the 
students which are involved 
in it. If the mandatory in- 
surance is dropped it would 
cause the athletic budget to 
raise at least $3000. 

Then the policy would 
have a $250 deductible on it 
before the insurance com- 
pany would pay. He feels 
that there would have tobe a 
fund set up to cover the $250 
deductible. 

Can you see a seriously 
injured athlete or any 
student on campus without 
this insurance? Instead of 
paying $8.75 a year students 
would be paying a quarterly 
premium of at least $8.75 or 
more. 

The next possible solution 
is the waiver system. Most 
students see this to be the 
way to goas far as insurance 
is concerned but there are 
many underlying factors. 

Niagara Community 
College went to the waiver 
system a few years ago and 
now are going back to the 
mandatory system. 

Some of the problems that 
NCC have encountered are: 
the loss of rapport with the 
area doctors and 
specialtists. This happened 
because the doctors weren’t 
guaranteed their money. 

NCC is ‘‘out in the sticks” ; 
and after the waiver 
program it was hard to get 
the proper transportation to 


the hospital due to the un ~

payment. 

The health service was 
also unable to provide the 
clinics and seminars that 


“How do you feel about 
NYPIRG coming and 
working for students rights 
here at Broome Community 
College?’’ 

I believe that the time has 
arrived for us to have an out- 
side vested interest involved 
in the establishment and 
broadening of students 
rights.” NYPIRG is a 
student governed 
organization that protects 
and supports student rights 
and consumer protection 
issues.

Interviews

Employment interviews 
are currently being con ~ 
ducted at Broome ale 
munity College, as 
companies are ide 
representatives to the 
campus this month and next 
to talk to BCC seniors about 
jobs after graduation in 
June. 

This is about a 25 per cent 
increase over the number of 
companies who visited the 
campus last year to hire 
graduates, according to 
Anne Scott, director of 
placement at the college. 

Some of the firms sending 
recruiters are local and 
some from out-to-town, said 
Mrs. Scott. Local concerns 
include Singer-Link, GAF, 
Norwich Pharamacal, 
Xerox, Universal  In- 
strument and New York 
State Electric & Gas Cor- 
poration. 

Among the out-of-town 
firms are Eastman Kodak, 
Digital Equipment Corp. 
(DEC), Union Carbide, Bell 
Laboratories, Sandia 
Laboratories of 
Albuquerque, NM, and 
Cornell University’s Nuclear 
Laboratory. 

Students from eight of 
BCC’s 22 curricula are in 
volved in this interview 
process—electrical and 
mechanical technology, civil 
and chemical technology, 
marketing, accounting, 
secretarial, and medical 
laboratory technology.

_ Loans Will Cut Wasted Fuel 


The New York Public 
Interest Research Group, 
Inc. (NYPIRG) formally 
petitioned the Public Service 
Commission (PSC) “‘to in- 
stitute a crash program of 
home insulation to reduce 
natural gas consumption and 
conserve the state’s dwin 
dling fuel supplies.’’ 


“We estimate that between 
200,000 and 500,000 homes in 
the state that are heated by 
natural gas presently lack 
any substantial insulation,” 
Paul Hudson, NYPIRG’s 
energy coordinator, stated. 
“Uninsulated homes waste 
huge amounts of fuel. If a 
crash insulation program 
were begun immediately,” 
Mr. Hudson argues, ‘‘the 
fuel savings that could be 


_ realized within as short a 


period as 60 days might 
prove the difference in some 
areas of the state between 
schools and factories being 


_ opened or closed.’’ 


NYPIRG’s petition calls 
on the PSC to order utilities 
to provide interest-free 
loans of up to $500 repayable 
over five years to cover 
basic insulation needs, such 
as attic insulation and 
weather stripping. Loans by 


utilities of up to $2,000. 


repayable over ten years at7 


per cent interest also are 
proposed by NYPIRG. 

“There are two ways to cut 
gas consumption,” Donald 
Ross, director of NYPIRG, 
noted. ‘The first is to shut 
down commercial. and —in- 
dustrial establishments and 
schools. The second is to 
reduce fuel consumption. 
The single best way to 
dramatically reduce fuel use 
is to institute a widespread 
program of home in- 
sulation.”’ 


NYPIRG estimates that 
5,000 homes per week could 
be insulated. Labor and 
industry leaders such as 
Peter Mathon, Public 
Relations director of Owens- 
Corning Fiberglass (the 
world’s largest insulation 
manufacturer) and Kenneth 
Taylor, Legislative 
Representative of the New 
York State Building Traces 
Council, ‘‘is for the PSC and 


’ the State Energy Office, 
. under the emergency powers 


they possess, to order an 


insulation program to 
begin. ” 
The fuel crisis has already 


cost New York State tax- 
payers more than 100 million 
dollars in increased gas 
costs, emergency services, 
and unemployment benefits. 
“This figure is certain to rise 


in the cold months ahead,” 
Hudson said. .‘‘Unless im- 
mediate action is taken, the 
last winter months are likely 
to bring new tragedies; and 
a cold fall or early winter 
next year could paralyze 


New York, making a 
mockery out of any 
economic development 
plans.”’ 


The New York Public 
Interest. Research Group, 
Inc. (NYPIRG) is a non 
partisan research and ad- 
vocacy organization. 
NYPIRG works on a variety 
of consumer, environmental 
and governmental reforms. 
NYPIRG first proposed its 
crash insulation plan in a 
telegram sent Saturday to 
Governor Hugh Carey. The 
Governor has not yet 
responded.

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Financing Education at BCC 


Now is the time for all 
students to think seriously 
about how they will finance 
their college education for 
the next academic year. 
Financial aid is primarily 
based on the students need 
for assistance. All students, 
who are enrolled for six or 
more credits toward a 
degree, are encouraged to 
apply and needs will be net 
according to priority and 
availability of fund. Below 
are important questions 
students should ask them- 
selves about Financial Aid: 
Question: What will it cost 
me to attend BCC? 
Answer: In planning to 
attend Broome Community 
College, a student should 
expect the following typical 
expenses for an academic 
year: tuition and general 
fees, $720; room, $1310; 
board, $1008; home main 
tenance if living with 
parents, $750; books and 
supplies, $170. In addition, 
allowances should be added 
to these figures for personal 
expenses, medical _ in- 


surance, transportation, and 
extra charges for special 
curriculums (such as 
laboratory fees, etc.). The 
Financial Aid Office will 
consider the total costs for 
attendance including the 
items listed above, when 
making a financial com- 
mitment. Minimum cost for 
any full-time student at- 
tending B.C.C. is $2,375 for 
the academic year. The 
budget increases depending 
on the student’s marital 


status, number of depen- 
dents, etc. : 
Question: How may I 


estimate how much financial 
aid I will need? ~ 

Answer: If a student has 
received financial aid before 
and there has not been a 
significant increase in the 
family financial resources, 
he can assume that there 
will be a need for the next 
academic year and should 
reapply immediately. For 
other students, there is a 
publication, Meeting College 
Costs, available in the 
Financial Aid Office to assist

Question: Where does 
Financial Aid come from? 
Answer: Last year $9 billion 
was available for financial 
aid from state, federal, and 
individual college programs. 
The largest program of all is 
the federal government’s 
Basic Educational Op- 
portunity Grant (BEOG). It 
is possible, however, for a 
student to be ineligible for 
BEOG, but eligible for many 
other types of aid. The key is 
to get all available ap 
plications in before the 
established deadlines so that 
you may be considered for 
all aid programs. Brochures 
are available’ in 


describe all available aid at 
RC.C 

Question: Why are so many 
forms required when most of 
them are duplicating the 
same information? 

Answer: Actually only three 
financial aid forms are 
required at BCC to establish 
eligibility for all available 
financial aid. Unfortunately 
entitlement to all three aid 
programs is not established 
in one central office. The 
purpose of the financial aid 
office is to consolidate all the 
various aid programs to 
fulfill the student’s need. 

A. The BEOG applications 
establishes entitlement to a 
federal grant that does not 
have to be repaid. 

B. The Tuition Assistance 
Payment Application 
establishes entitlement to 
the state grant (for New 
York State residents only.). 

C. Parent Confidential 
Statement (PCS) or 
Financial Aid Form (FAF) 
establishes eligibility for 
federal campus-based 
programs such as Sup 
plemental Education Op- 
portunity Grant, National 
Direct Student Loan, 
College-Work Study 
Program, Nursing 
Scholarship, Nursing Loan, 
and BCC Foundation Grant. 

New York State residents 
whose family adjusted gross 
income is $25,000 or less may

Three principle kinds of 
aid (grants, loans, em- 
ployment) are usually 
combined to form a financial 


aid package. Students are 
encouraged to seek 
assistance whether they will - 
need a lot of extra money or 
just a little. 


Female Enrollment 


A five or six-fold increase 
in the number of women 
enrolled in what are 
traditionally known as 
““men’s fields’’ has 
developed at Broome 
Community College, ac- 
cording to Edward F. 
Dougherty, acting dean of 
the Science and Engineering 
Technology Division. 

In the current fall 
semester, 63 women are full- 
time students in the five 
programs in the division— 
about 13 per cent of the 
division’s total enrollment of 
500 students. 

The five programs are 


civil technology, chemical 
technology, electrical 
technology, mechanical 


technology and engineering 
science. 


“In the past we have 
struggled to enroll women in 
these curricula,’’ Dougherty 
said, ‘‘because we have 
always believed that they 
could succeed in these fields 
as well as men. But they 
never showed much interest, 
and if we had 10 or 12 
women, that was a lot.”’ 

Dougherty calls the recent 
national emphasis’ on 
opening up employment 
opportunities for women an 
important factor in the in 
creased numbers in BCC‘s 
technical courses. 


“We have always tried to 
encourage women to enroll, 
and we have continued our 
efforts in that direction. The 
national emphasis must be 
what is making our efforts 
pay off better these days.” 
Dougherty also pointed out, 
with some satisfaction, that 
their performance has been 
good. ‘‘We are experiencing 
less attrition (dropping out) 
among the women students 
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Increases 


than the men,” he said 
“‘And their grades have been 
comparable with their male 
counterparts.” 

Interested in discovering 
why the women enrolled in 
such numbers this year, 
Dougherty recently sent out 
a brief questionnaire to 
them. Responses from about 
25 per cent of them 
highlighted these reasons: 

+They enrolled in these 
technical programs because 
they have liked the field of 
study for some time and 
there are good job op- 
portunities after graduation 
with only two years of 
college. 


+They have come to 


Broome Community College | 


for their studies, because 
they can live at home and 
enjoy the financial savings 
involved, BCC has good 
programs in these fields that 
are well accepted by in 
dustry and other colleges, 
and good transfer op- 
portunities exist for those 
who want to continue on to 
four-year colleges after 
graduation. 


+As for their plans after 
earning their associate 
degrees at BCC, most of 
those in the engineering 
science program plan to 
pursue their Bachelor’s 
degree at a_ four-year 
college, and most of those in 
the other career programs 
expect to go to work. 

This is consistent with the 
objectives of these curricula, 
as engineering science is 
designed as the first two 
years of a four-year 
engineering program to be 
completed at another 
college, while the other four 
curricula prepare their 
graduates for immediate 


after. 


employment 
graduation. 
The breakdown by 


curricula shows that there 
are 19 women among the 63 
students in the chemical 
technology program, 15 out 
of 150 in engineering science, 
12 of 82 in civil technology, 10 
of 70 in mechanical 
technology and seven of 135 
in electrical technology.

_Singer-composer Martee 
Lebous (pronounced lee- 
bus) has spent most of her 
nineteen years preparing for 
her debut as a_ recording 
artist. At the age of three, 
she first displayed her 
remarkable ear for musical 
notes.

Her family owns a record 
store and a small recording

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We are all well aware of 
the energy shortage which is 
a constant threat to all of us. 
BCC itself was affected to 
the extent of having to delay 
school a week and a half. 
This semester was to open 
January 31, but because of 
action on the part of 
Columbia Gas, school was 
delayed until February 10th. 

A letter was sent by 
Columbia Gas of New York 
to the attention of Mr. 


Richard - Peters, Vice 
President for Ad- 
ministration, which stated 


that BCC was advised by 
telephone on January 31, 


1977 that the gas deliveries 
from Columbia Gas of New 
York, Incorporated would be 
reduced to the level needed 
for plant protection. (To 
interpret this-the buildings 
would be kept at ap- 
proximately 40 degrees F 
which would just keep the 
water in the pipes from 
freezing.) This order was to 
be in effect until at least 8:00 
a.m. Saturday, February 5. 

The letter goes on to say 
that the phoned order has 
been extended to at least 
8:00 a.m. Wednesday, 
February 9. (Due to the fact 
that the school would not be 
sufficiently heated for 8, 10, 
“or even 12 o’clock classes, 
the decision was made to 
delay the opening of school 
until February 10.) In 
conclusion, the letter also 
states that failure to comply 
may result in termination of 
service. 

“‘Now that we are opened, 
we are not out of the woods 
yet,” stated mr. Peters who 
is also the Director of 
Planning and Development. 
The Gas Company gives an 
allocation -which was 
reduced by 25 per cent from 
last year and with the 
growing energy shortage 
would probably be reduced 


_ even more in the near future. 


Itis required that students 
attend school a total of 15 
weeks for each semester and 
so in order to make up the 
lost time, the school 
calender will be extended by 
eight days. Classes would 
have originally ended May 
2ist and graduation was to 
be held on June 3rd. Due to 
the change, classes will end 
June 2nd and graduation will 
be held on June 14th. 
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When this campus was 
designed, the problem of an 
energy crisis did not exist. 
The buildings have very 
little insulation, many doors 
do not fit properly, and of 
course the high ceilings in 
certain areas add to the 
negative aspects of the 
problem. \ 

The entire college is 
heated by gas with the ex- 
ception of the UNION 
building which is heated by 
electricity, 901 Front Street, 
which will soon be a part of 
the college is heated by oil 
burners. Many people 
believe that one heating 
plant is used in heating the 


entire college. Actually 
there are six separate 
heating plants. One is 


located in the Mechanical 
Building and is used also in 
heating the Wales (or Ad- 
ministration) Building. 


Another is located in the. 


Science Building and -also 
used in heating the Elec- 
trical Building. The four 
remaining buildings have 
individual heating plants. 

The question now is not 
only what to do this winter, 
or next winter, but five years 
from now. With the growing 
cost of gas, a_ possible 
solution of duel heating on 
campus is being in- 
vestigated. This would mean 
switching from gas to oil or

Broome Community 
College has adjusted its 
spring semester calendar to 
make up for the eight days 
of instruction that were lost 
during the recent shutdown 
caused by the natural gas 
crisis. 

Classes, which were 
originally scheduled to 
finished on May 21, will be 
continued until June 2. 
Graduation will, therefore, 
be held later too—June 14 
instead of June 3. 

The commencement 
exercises will still be held at 
the Broome County Veterans 
Memorial Arena at 7 p.m., 
though on a Tuesday instead 
of a Friday. 

The final examination 
period and date for faculty 
members to turn in course 
grades have also been ex- 
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oil to gas, which ever works 
out more conveniently and 
the same time, economical- 
ly. Tanks or units would be 
placed in different areas 
around the campus. This 
procedure, as you can 
guess will be very costly. 

The state is very aware of 
the problem and will share in 
the cost of rejuvenating the 
campus. The Broome County 
Sponsor will also help. This 
problem is considered to be a 
Capital Project and the 
money to pay for it will not 
come from the students. 

As how to deal with the 
problem at hand, we will just 
have to maintain the tem- 
perature at the lower level 
and even lower on weekends 
and in addition, continue to 
have the long January 
recess. 

We must also continue to 
spread the ‘‘awareness 
idea’ which we can proudly 
say is. moving full speed 
ahead. You probably have 
noticed the little stickers 
found over or under just 
about every light switch on 
campus that state ‘Please 
-turn off lights when not in 
use.”” Complying with these 
signs saves a_ surprising 
amount of energy. 

Students also continue to 
do their part in many ways. 
Some students offer 
suggestions as to how we can

Book Review: 


THE USERS by Joyce Haber 
(Delacorte Press, New York 
1976 $8.95) 


This book is one of the few 
that I have read in the past 
few months that seems to be 
well integrated as a whole. 
Care and precision seem to 
be such a rarity in the novel 
today that this book is a 
cause for rejoicing. 

Haber sets the mood of the 
novel at the outset-the love of 
gossip and rumor that the 
people love to spread among 
themselves, with catty in 
jokes about fellow  per- 
formers are the rule, not the ~ 
exception. The main 
character of the novel, Elena 
Brent, lives and enjoys this 
world even though she is in 
debt up to her ears, and her 
husband is a degenerate. 
Giving fancy catered parties 
to top society personages 
whose lives are richer and 
classier than her is her last 
chance to get her and hubby 
back on top again. 

The whole book concerns 
parties-big, small, or dull, 
they all involve Elena and 
the people that jump into and 
out of her life, dispensing 
juicy, well-rendered bits. of 
gossip along the way. The 
tone always leans to a sharp 
edge of pessimism that 
transcends the book’s plot, 
and shows what a great wit 
Haber is, besides. Even the 
Prince Charming that takes 
Elena back to a world of 
something akin to love is 
depicted as a jerk-he can't 
even name-drop correctly. 

Besides the wealth of 
comedy that pervades the 
novel, one can also find an 
undercurrent of tragedy, 
most aptly shown in the 
death of Nancy Nathan, wife 
of a studio chief and 
sometime lover of a tem-

good listening material and Nancy, a__ proclaimed 
should not be ignored!!!!!- women’s libber who dies 
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Raines, who runs up against 
hundreds of obstacles before 
the film is over. Her lover is 
a murderer, her neighbors in 
her new apartment are dead, 
and a sect of Catholic priests 
wants to be the next sentinel, 
guardian at the gate of hell. 
Hell, according to this film, 
is somewhere in Brooklyn- 
probably at the last exit. 

The acting is adequate for 
the excepted effect, but 
three manage to shine above 
the rest-Burgess Meredithas 
a nosy neighbor, Sylvia 
Miles as a German Sapphic, 
and Arthur Kennedy as a 
dedicated priest too 
zealously on the side of good. 
Gore is also in abundance, 
and director Michael Winner 
blends the bloody episodes in 
so well with the delightful 
performances that the pace 
seems faster than it is, and 
makes the garish, ironic 
ending a real surprise. 

Last but not least-the use 
of real freaks at the film’s 


‘end, playing the demons 


from the pit is a ghoul’s 
delight, and the best for a 
viewer to get a double dose 
of shock from.

It is to Haber’s credit that 
she wrote this book in sucha 
way as to defy cries of ex- 
ploitation. Her fresh ap 
proach gives new vigor to 
that drying raisin called 
Hollywood. Maybe there is 
hope for it after all. 


HOLLYWOOD  DETEC- 
TIVE;THE WOLF by Jeff 
Rovin (Manor Books, New 
York 1975 $1.25) 


Rovin paints a jaundiced 
view of Hollywood herein. 
For this fine piece of 
detective fiction, the author 
uses the late silent era of 
film as the perfect arena for 
sunny rot and decadence in 
which even a_ werewolf 
would be-thought of as a 
naturalistic villain. The 
detective assigned to the 
case, Roger Garrison, is 
hardboiled-quick with his 
repartee as he is with fists ~ 
and guns. Unlike all the 
corrupt people around him, 
he actually believes that 
suspects are innocent until 
proven guilty. 

Rovin uses copious detail 
to pinpoint the subtle 
nuances of each character 
until they become imprinted 
on the reader’s mind. The 
reader follows Garrison
